1 wish to draw your attention 
to the fact that the prevalence 
of most communicable diseases is 
duc in the main to social condi 
tions and to social or communic- 
able offences. It is also time

that the individual factor in cer-' 


tain cases should be estimated. 
There are many persons today 
who knowingly live improperly 
and they are particularly respon- 
sible for the discase conditions 
which obtain, Nevertheless, the 
environment conditions for which 
soetety alone is responsible ac- 
counts for the great prevalence 
of disease: : _ 

“Moat communicable discascs: 
are absolutely preventable. Pre- 
ventable discascs and preventable 
accidents have devastated our 
commonwealth and our commun- 
ities for years. They are respon- 
sible for about 60,000 deaths an- 
nually in Canada, and for about 
5,000 deaths annually in Atherta. 
Add to this unnecessary mortal- 
ity, the preventable sickness or 
morbidity which occurs, and the 
extent of our problem is at once 
evident. Over 150,000 persons 
annually in Canada are ill of pre- 
ventable disease, and about 10,- 
000 in Alberta suffer from this 
group of diseases in a corres- 
ponding length of time. 

“Preventable diseases are, then, 
to be regarded largely as social 
problems, They must be dealt 
with primarily by the body social 
aml any remedy which may be 
chosen must be supplied to this 
body. 

“There is no question then but 
that the propagation of physical 
and mental defectives should be 
osrevented if we are to adequate 
ty conserve the public health. 

“Tt would scem that there are 
some people who regard disease, 
degeneracy and crime as peces- 
sary evils, but certainly such is 
not the case. The work in eugen- 
ics should be encouraged by all 
public health, social and philan 
trophic workers. A better human 
stock, must be bred, and in so 
doing a greater immunity and re- 
sistance ayainst defectiveness and 
disease will be developed. 

“Wiscase is practically the only 
thing that ravages the civilized 
world. Civilization has climinat 
ed the antagonistic forces which 
have operated in the case of the 
‘uman race and which now oper- 
ate in eliminating animals which 
are physically unfit. 

“In cases of infectious discases 
which occur commonly in infancy, 
such as measles, scarlet fever, 
diphtheria, on whooping cough, it 
may be said that they also elim 
inate those of weak physical de- 
velopment. 

‘*As to a discase such as tuber 
culasia, i¢ may be said that it is 
largely, a factor of destruction 
and not of natural selection, and 
that it may be controlled by im- 
proving the sanitary surround- 
ings, by living in the open air 
and by providing yood and nutrit- 
igus food, 

“Malaria and typhoid fever are 
alao destructive in their influence 
rather than selective. Their oc 
currence may be prevented by 
providing an absolutely pure wat 
er supply and the elimination of 
flies, and in the case of malaria 
by the elimination of places 
where mosquitoes may breed.
